Before Escaping. 


YOUNG WOMAN DESCENDS 
LIGHTNING ROD SAFELY 


Superintendent Gives Alarm in 
Smoke-Filled Halls—Fire Com- 
, pany Too Late to Prevent De- 
, struction of Building. 


’ Forty students had thrilling escapes 
from death in a fire, discovered at 2 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, which completely de- 
Stroyed the Dodge & Clark Schoo! for 
@tammerers, at Brighton, Il, 30 miles 
‘morth of St. Louis. 

* Most of them saved their lives by com- 
ing down lightning rods from the windows 
of their rooms or by leaping to the 
Branches of a’tree which stood near one 


end of the bullding.

Miss Jean Keller Suffers Only 
Slight Injuries After Falling 30 
Feet to Granitoid Pavement on 
Lindell Boulevard. 


Mies Jean Keller, 22 years old, an in- 
valld from nervous prostration for nine 
weeks, jumped from the window of her 
bedroom in the third floor apartments of 
Mrs. kK. 8. Saneler at 4417-Lindell boule- 
vard Tuesday morning. 

The fall was 8 feet to a granitoid pave- 
ment between two houses, but Miss Kel- 
lec's only apparent infuries were a broken 
small bone in her left ankle and a dislo- 
cated hip joint. 

The case was not reported to the police, 
and tne young woman's leap was not 
learned of until Wednesday. 

It is belleved that her act was prompted 
by some sudden hallucination of pursult, 
due to her filiness. Since her leap she has 
refused to talk. She does not even com- 
plain of the pain occasioned by the broken 
bone and the dislocated joint. 

Miss Keller's previous history is her own 
secret in a large measure, as her friends | 
say she refuses to discuss her family. She | 
has lived In St. Louls for two years an 
has been popular with those who have met 
her. She is retined, handsome and well 
educated. 

A year and Mien Keller and Mrs. Snesler, 
who is a widow with a grown son, met at 
a social function and became friends. At

One student was severely burned,

,The fire illuminated the surrounding! 
country for miles and brought the entire | 
population of the town and the surround- | 
ing neighborhood to the scene. Before the 
people arrived in sufficient number a 
fight the fire the flames had gained such; 
headway that the building was doomed. 

The building was a large three-story 
brick, the largest and finest in the town 
and ite pride. The present building was 
almost new. 

The fire was discovered at about the 
same time by Clinton Clark, night watch- 
man of the town, and Henry Dodge, super- 
htendent and one of the proprietors of the 
astitution.

He was up at 2 o'clock attend- 

ing to the wants of his youngest child, 

who was unwell, when his attention was 

attracted by a glare at the east end of 
the bullding.

He found her condition 
rerious, and advised that she be closely 
watched. 

Tuesday morning Mrs. Sensler left Miss 
Keller's room shortiy after 9 o'dlock to 
get Dreakfast for her, which she prepared 
herself. At that time Miss Keller was in 
bed. 

When Mrs. Seneler returned a few mo- 
ments later with the breakfast tray -in 
her hand, she found Miss Keller at the 
open window. She had partly dressed. 

Mrs. Sensiler called to her. Instead of 
turning from the window, she sprang upon 
the sill and leaped off. 

Mrs. SBensler ran to the window and saw 
her falling; then she called her maid and 
ran downstairs. 

Neighbors in the house next door to 
Mrs. Sensier’s home also saw Miss Keller's 
leap and fall. They say she stepped quick- 
ly upon. the window sill and dropped 
straight. 

She struck the granitoid walk on her 
feet, but evidently her knees were bent 
in such a way that the force of the long 
fall was broken and she was saved from 
the instant death which was expected. 
Mra. Sensler and neighbors cafried her 
back to her room. She was not uncon- 
sclous, but refused to give any explanation 
of her leap.

John H. Carroll, who usually represents 
the Burlington interests, had decided to 
remain away altogether.

~ History of the Lobby. 


The Missoutt staté house lobby traces its 
origin back to the days of the Civil War. 
Then the state*was just entering upon the 
construction of vast § railroa systems. 
Franchise grabbe sprung up like mush- 
rooms. Gradually the germ of a ocorru 
tion ate its way into state politics. The 
railroads year by year increased their hold 
on political conventions, nominating can- 
didates of their liking for high official 
laces. 

"One of the most celeorated lobbyists of 
the olden times was Frank Hickox, a law- 
yer of ability, and an expert at the art of 
jegisiative manipulation. He represented 
the North Missour! Rallroad Co., now the 
Wabash system. When the Missouri Paci- 
fie came in to prominence he also per- 
formed service for that corporation in 
Jefferson City. 

In the early seventies the lobby flock at 
Jefferson City spread out Into all direo- 
tions. Rallroad passes were employed to 
influence legislation. Members who hesi- 
tated to accept money. yielded to the sub- 
tle temptation of free transportation. 

The late Col. John O'Day was probahly 
tho most influential lobbyist of that | 
period. O'Day overated boldly and at 
times reck’essiy. He was the general at- 
torney of the Frisco Ralirosad Company 
and in addition acted in behalf of other 
corporations. which needed a_ skillful man 
at the helm of legisistive affairs.

THE RATE LAW 


Presidents of. Systems Wil] Form 
Offensive Alliance and Their 
Full Strength Is to Be Exerted 
Against President. 


OFFICIALS HAVE HELD 
SEVERAL CONFERENCES 


President Ripley of Santa Fe Hur- 
ries to New York to Explain Re 
bate Grants to Directors at 
Meeting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Twenty-nine rail- 
road systems, comprising practically every 
ratiroad in the country. are being merged 
into a concrete unit for the specific pur- 
pose of overcoming legislation at Washing- 
ton which would throw the power of fix- 
ing rates into the hands of the federal gov- 
ernment. 

The alliance is to be offensive and de- 
fensive, but owing to the nature of com- 
but which the policy of President Roose- 
velt has created, it will be largely offen- 
sive. 

Samuel Spencer, president of the South- 
ern Railway system; A. J. Cassat, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania system, and Pres- 
ident Johnson of the Norfolk & Western 
rqad, contro] of which is held by the New 
York Central system, are here for the 
purpose, it was said, of meeting other rail- 
way officials and conferring with them 
on a plan of action. 


Meetings Already Held. 


Though Samuel Spencer said today that 
no conference on the rate question was 
necessary, the president of one of the 
largest and most powerful railroad sys- 
tems in the country admitted that several 
conferences of railroad officials have been 
held, at which the government’s attitude 
on the rate question was the one subject 
discussed. Other conferences of the same 
kind, he said, are to take place in the near 
future. 

Today there will be a ‘neeting of the 
directors of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe road in this city. President Ripley of 
the Santa Fe has been summoned from 
Chicago to attend the meeting, which will 
be presided over by Victor Morametz, 
chairmun of the executive board. 

This will be the first meeting attended by 
President Ripley since the revelations 
showing that the Santa Fe had granted re- 
bates to the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. on 
coal shipments. Though it was declared 
today by ofticers of the Santa Fe that to- 
day's meeting was simply a regular meet- 
ing. it is known that the rebate matter 
will be gone into most exhaustively and 
that President Ripley will be called upon 
to explain to his brother officals every 
phase of the matter. 


Busy Individual Antagonisms. 

The determination of the railroad com- 
panies to act as a unit in the fight to pre- 
vent the legislation has already buried 
some of the individual antagonisms which 
have existed for a long time between pres- 
idents of different sys.ems. The fact that 
Samuel Spencer of the Southern and A. J. 
Cessatt of the Pennsylvania came here to- 
gether was of itself regarded as signifi- 
cant, as the two railway presidents have 
for a long time held antagonistic views 
on many railway matters. 

The combined power of the railways of 
the country in Washington is held to be 
greater than that of any other combina- 
t.on of interes's. With ali of their energy 
and power concentrated upon a single pur- 
pose, they are counted upon to make a 
fight that will test the strength of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

J. Pie: pont Morgan, who has been absent 
from his office since Friday last, will be 
down town today, and is expected to take 
an active part in shaping the contest to be 
weged aguinst government control of rail- 
road rates.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 138.—‘‘Hello, Cen- 
tral," was shouted 5,070,44,553 times by 
telephone users in the United States during 
one vear, according to statistics prepared 
by the census buerau, but there are no 
figures to show how many times the an- 
gwer was returned “line busy.” 

There was a telephone for every % per- 
sons during the year 1902, an average of 
21089 messages for every telephone or © 
messages for every man, woman and child 
of a population of 78,576,436 persons. There 
were 2,315,297 telephones in operation. There 
were 4,360,486 miles.of wire reported by al! 
telephone companies. 

‘The number of telephone messages in one 
year was 5% times as great as the number 
of telegraph messages and exceeded the 
number of pleces of first-class mall matter 
by almost three-quarters of a billion. 

New York state ranks first in the nuwm- 
ber of commercial and mutual systems of 
telephones, miles of wire, telephones, meer- 
sages, revenue oxpenses and surplus, but 
lowa has a greater number of systems, 
yet Ohio was first in the number of mes- 
sages used and in the net surplus for the 
year.

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MONTREAL, Jan. 18.—Arthur Bourret, a 
veritable marvel of physical strength, who 
has recently given a few private exhibi- 
tions of his great. power as a strong boy, 
is already attracting attention from med- 
ical and scientific men, who have been sur- 
prised at his development. 

Bourret is 18 years of age and weighs 
only 109 pounds, yet his feats with weights 
and dumbbells are almost on a par with 
those of Sandow, Cyr and other noted per- 
formers many years his senior and pounds 
heavier in weight. 

A yeariago Bourret was working in a 
quarry near this city, handling rock with 
rather more dexterity and facility than 
were his fellow-laborers, who were all 
frown men His feats of strength were 
even then the talk of the district in which 
the quarry is situated and news of this 
prozidy reached Peter Vallee, a well-known 
sportsman and athlete of Montreal. 

Valee visited the quarry and saw Bour- 
ret lifting masses of rock that resisted ef- 
forts of the big men working with him.

GOVERMENT TAKES. 


Judge Adams’ Dev Decision Gives the 
United States Treasury $15,104 
That Has Awaited Owners. 


In ordering $15,104.36. unclaimed money, 
which has been in the hands of rovernment 
officials for 10 years paid into the United 
States treasury, Judge Elmer B. Adams 
of the United States Court declared Wed- 
nesday that any man who doesn't care 
enough for money due him to collect it 
ought to have a hard thine getting it. 

Under his order the unclaimed money 


will Be held by the United States treasury 
department and any person who can estab- 
Heh his claim to part of it can obtain it, 
but only after considerable trouble. 

The money haa been In the custedy of 
James R. Gray. clerk of the United States 
Cireult and District Courts, for 10 vears. 
It accumulated in the 25 years prior to 
that. Most of it was paid into court in 
bankruptcy and foreclosure cases to te 
distributed. There is a federa] law provid- 
ing that sueh funds unclaimed afier 10 
years shall be turned into the federa!

HE nose is in two portions, the outer 

(or facial), and the. inner, which lies 
within the skull. The inner nose 
consists of two alr passages extending 
back into the skull as far as the rear end 
of the hard palate or roof of the mouth. 

Here they end in a cavity called the naso- 

pharynx. The mucous membrane of the 

nose contains many nerves of sensation 
besides the special nerves of smell, 

The nose’s best known function is the 

sense of smoll; but it has other functions 

more important to health. The many folds 
and narrow passages of the nasa‘ sur- 
face warm the air that passes through 
them and also moistens it, thus preparing 
it for ingress into the lungs. The moist 
mucous membrane of the nose and the 
hairs at the entrance to the nostrils also 
catch dust and microbes, preventing their 
absorption by the lungs. To keep the nose 
and nose passages healthy the nostrils 
must be kept open for the presage of alr. 

Breathing through the open mouth is to 

be avoided. Microbes of grip. pneu- 

monia, consumption, diphtheria, etc., easily 
pass through the open mouth to the lungs, 
tonsils and throat. 


To keep the nose in perfect condition 
avoid catching cold. Cold shower baths 
are good preventives of a cold. Avold over.

The cavity known as the nasopharynx is 
roofed by the base of the skull and is 
bounded by the vertebrae of the neck, the 
posterior ends of the nostrils and the eus- 
tachian iubes. These eustachian tubes pro- 
ject into the nasopharynx and supply the 
ear with air Below the nasopharynx and 
continuous with it is the oropharynx, & 
part of the pharynx connecting with the 
mouth. This cavity is used in both 
breathing and swallowing. The tonsile are 
just in front of the oropharynx. 

The thorax or chest cavity is formed by 
the attachments of the ribs, their carti- 
lages and the breast bone (or sternum). 
The lungs are composed of a vast num- 
ber of tiny air cells, connecting with the 
outer air by means of the bronchial tubes. 

The lungs are not directly attached to 
the chest wall, but are covered by a mem- 
brane called the pleura. The Jungs are 
kept expanded by the suction of the chest 
wall, Respiratory exercises, like sparring, 
running, etc., aid the chest development of 
growing boys. The flat or narrow chest pre- 
disposes to consumption. Next to a well- 
formed chest,.the purity of the air in- 
haled is of prime importance to the well- 
being of the lungs.
